Alfred Noyes Declares Such an 
Action on Part of United States 
Government will Remove Ger- 
many’s Last Hope of Victory in 
European War.

PRINCETON (N. J.) March 3.— 
“Peace will shortly ensue,” accord- 
ing to Alfred Noyes, the British 
poet, who is to lecture on English 
at ceton University, “if Ameri- 
cans should decide to send ships 
across the Atlantic and convoy them. 
I believe firmly that that would re- 
move Germany's last hope of vic- 
tory,” continued Mr. Noyes, who 
was in the war zone for nine months 
before coming to Princeton. 
“T think that the offensive in the 
spring will determine the outcome 
of the war on land, but if not, the 
Allies will continue fighting to the 
end. At the present time my coun- 
try has more officers than there 
were men in the British army be- 
fore hostilities began. The number 
of men now working in the aviation 
corps is about equivalent to the 
number of officers.

WASHINGTON, March 9. — The 
Supreme Court today began consid- 
eration of the Federal dissolution 
suit against the United States Steel 
Corporation, its subsidiaries and of- 
ficers. Argument will continue un- 
til next Wednesday. 

Only seven of the nine justices 
are sitting in the case. Justice 
Brandeis retired, it is understood, 
because of public expressions made 
before his appointments in writings 
and official investigations regarding 
the so-called “steel trust.” Justice

SEATTLE, March 9.—Men. on the 
steamer Verona fired the first shot 
in the pistol battle at Everett, Wash., 
last November 6, between members 
of a free-speech expedition, sent 
there aboard the vessel by the Seat- 
tle headquarters of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, and members 
of a Sheriff's posse on the dock, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Harry 


W. Shaw, a member of the posse, at 
the trial in the Superior Court here 
today of Thomas H. Tracy, who is 
alleged to have been one of the 
leaders of the expedition and who is 
charged specifically with the murder 
of Deputy Sheriff Jefferson Beard 
one of the . 

Two of the Sheriff's posse and five 
of the party on the boat were killed. 
Tracy is the first of seventy-four 
members of the expedition accused 
of murder in connection with the 
shooting to be placed on trial. 

Shaw testifie@ that as Sheriff Me- 
Rae was trying to address the men 
on the Verona, which had tied at the 
dock, three shots, followed quickly 
by a volley, were fired by persons 
aboard the craft. The witness said 
that he saw the Sheriff stagger and 
heard him say “They’ve got me,” 
and that the wounded officer drew 
his revolver and returned the fire 
of his assailants. Then, Shaw stated, 
other members of the posse began 
firing. 

He testified that early in the aft- 
ernoon of November 6, an hour and 
a half before the Verona was due, 
Sherif McRae notified the deputies 
to assemble near the city dock. 
Shaw and about 125 others re- 
sponded to the call. McRae cau- 
tioned them not to display nor use 
their pistols unless absolutely neces- 
sary and the order was carefully 
obeyed, w testified. — 

SHCTS FOR ANSWER. 

As the boat neared the dock men 
in the bow were singing and shout- 
ing. When it drew alongside McRae 
shouted “Who is your leader, 
boys?” veral men replied loudly 
“We are all leaders, by God.” The 
manner of the men was belligerent. 
The Sheriff told them that their 
coming was unlawful and that they 
could not land. ‘Phe hell we can’t” 
came in a chorus from the boat. The 
Sheriff held his right hand at his 
side and his left hand raised in the 
air while he addressed the visitors. 
Then the shots came from the boat. 

On cross-examination Shaw de- 
clared the posse regarded the free- 
speech expedition as a conspiracy to 
violate the law. He admitted he 
heard it rumored that on October 
30 forty-one free-speech advocates 
had been taken into custody at 
Everett by a band of masked citi- 
zens, escorted to Beverly Park, a 
suburb, made to run a gauntlet of 
clubs wielded by their captors and 
then warned never to return to 
Everett. 


TO SHOW TRACY LEADER. 


In his opening address Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Black of Snohomish 
county said the State would show 
that Tracy was a leader in the shoot- 
ing and that a bullet from his pistol 
was among the first fired.

HAVRE, March 8.—Baron Beyens,

sought to pass off pan-Germanic cov- 
etousness for a simple programme of 
new guarantees dictated by require- 
ments for the security of the empire. 
“According to international law 
the Belgian government has every 
right to make an agreement with 
one or another of the powers that 
guaranteed its neutrality the moment 
it thought itself menaced. Belgium 
never wished to exercise that right, 
careful as it was to maintain the 
same traditional attitude toward all 
the guaranteeing powers and to ac- 
cord invariably the same care to 
their signature and to their honor.”

Blizzard 
conditions have prevailed on the 
western front for two days, holding 
the military operations within a 
very small compass. Coming after 
a ten-days’ thaw and the apparent 
approach of an early spring, the re- 
newed cold, has been keenly felt. 
The howling March gales, adom- 
panied by heavy snowfalis, have in- 
terfered with nearly every phase of 
modern war activity, except the 
persistent roar of the British guns, 
which fire continuously, day and 
night and regardless of weather, 
hurling death, destruction and con- 
fusion behind the enemy's lines. 
They “search out” roads, pound 
communication lines to cut off sup- 
plies, “pay attention” to places 
where reliefs are likely to take 
place and otherwise the 
ans, with scarcely a moment's 
respite. 
GERMANS SACRIFICED. 


It ts increasingly evident that in 
carrying out their retirement in the 
Arras and Somme areas, the Ger- 
mans sacrificed large numbers of 
their very best soldiers. Careful- 
ly selected from various regiments 
they were given certain poste with 
instructions to hold them against 
all odda, a majority of them having 
no idea whatever that they were 
fighting a rear guard action. Prison- 
ers taken represent the highest 
tyre of the German army. 

It was not until their repeated 
“S. O. 8.“ rocket signals for artil- 
lery assistance went completely un- 
answered, that these men suspected 
the position in which they had been 
placed—that they formed a sacri- 
ficial ecreen covering the retreat 
of the main body of their comrades. 
The prisoners still profess belief in 
„ German victory frankly saying 
they base their confidence largely in 
Germany's submarine campaign, 
which they and all the rest of the 
army have been told is sure to 
bring peace within three months. 
Letters found on prisoners and dead 
men also show the extent to which 
the promise of victory through un- 
restricted submarine warfare has 
been disseminated throughout the 
empire. 

IGNORANT OF BREAK. 

On the other hand, pains 
seem to have been taken to prevent 
the men at the front from learning 
the details and the possibilities en- 
tailed in the break with the United 
States. The prisoners know virtually 
nothing of that situation, although 
one had a letter from home which 
read: 

J hope you are keeping well. One 
reads of British attacks daily. 
What say you about America? Our 
situation is becoming more and 
more critical. Perhaps the U-boats 
will bring the war to a speedy finish 
or else we shall make more ene- 
mies.“ 

The British artillery having 
made the bringing up of asphyxiat- 
ing gas cylinders to points of 
vantage too costly, the Germans 
have resorted to the unrestricted 
employment of gas shells, gas 
bombs, and gas jars, the latter be- 
ing fired from trench mortars. Ger- 
man guns during the last ten days 
have been spraying gas shelis about 
one end of the British front.

Plan Under Way for Barge and Steamer Service to 
Link this Harbor with St. Paul, Minneapolis, Pitts- 
~ burgh and New Orleans is Indorsed 


by the Commerce 


GIGANTIC all-water route 
A protect to link Los Angeles 

with the freat Mississippi Val- 
ley by way of the Panama Canal 
and the Mississippi River was 
launched here yesterday morning 
when J. W. Cooper ‘of the firm of 


Paul, conferred with the board of 
directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and some of the largest ship- 
pers in the city, at a meeting called 
by President L. D. Sale. | 
The plan contemplates placing in 
commission a line of barges on the 
Mississippi between the Twin Cities 


and New Orleans, where the goods 


will, be loaded on  ocean-going 
steamers and brought direct to the 
Los Angeles Harbor by way of the 
Panama Canal and here transhipped. 
either by rail for inland points or by 
water for the Ortent or the west 
coast of Mexico and South and Cen- 
tral America. 

It was pointed out that such a 
plan would entail a saving of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to the 
jobbers of the Southwest in freight 
rates, and by reason of thig tre- 
mendous economy, would enable 
them to compete with eastern houses 
for the foreign commerce of the 
Orient and South America. 

In addition to tapping the mighty 
resources of the ississippi Valley, 
direct water connection could easily 
be established with Pittsburgh, by 
way of the Ohlo River. It would also 
put Los Angeles in touch with the 
great coal measures of Ohio, Penn- 
syivania and West Virginia and with 
the immense iron deposit of the 
Lake Superior region. The tron 
could be freighted to Cleveland, 
thence a short rail haul to Pitts- 
burgh, where it could be loaded on 
barges and sent down by river to 
New Orleans and by sea to Los An- 
geles, giving this city the essential 
raw materials, coal and iron ore, 
for the development of a great iron 
and steel industry. 

MOVE IS UNDER WAY. 


The first step in the consumma- 
tion of this project has been taken 
by a group of capitalists in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, in the formation of 
a $2,000,000 corporation known as 
the Twin Cities Navigation Com- 
pany. The project has the hearty in- 
dorsement and co-operation of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Board of Trade of New Orleans and 
the men behind the enterprise are 
planning on securing a like indorse- 
mem and support from the com- 
mercial bodies of St. Louisa. 

The plan was evolved for the pur- 
pose of relieving the shippers, both 
East and West, of the constant disa- 
bilities and hampering of traffic im- 
posed by the railroads through dif-

G. Harold Powell, manager of the 
California Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion, Was present at the meeting and 
expressed the view that it might be 
adapted to the needs of the fruit 
shippers. Many of the big shippers 
present expressed their entire confi- 
dence in the feasibility of the plan, 
and pledged their co-operation and 
support of a movement to have Los 
Angeles at once take steps to make 
this city the western terminus of 
this important traffic plan. 

The view was prevalent that the 

railways of the nation had failed to 
adapt their systems to the rapidly- 
changing commercial conditions, 
and that the only solution from the 
shipper's point of view is to bring 
into being a new system of transpor- 
tation that will more adequately 
meet the needs of the nation’s rapidly 
expanding commerce.

Mitchell, the Chamber of Commerce 
heartily indorsed the project, and 
will at once notify St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, and New Orleans conimer- 
cial bodies of the action taken.

OM BULLET 
ROUSES CHINESE. 
TONG WAR BRINGS 
OUT SCORE OF POLICEMEN. 


After Scouring Every Alley in 
Oriental Quarter for Bodies of 
Victims the Officers Find Noth- 
ing More Horrible than a White 
Man Somewhat Intoxicated. 


A hurry-up call came from China- 
town to Central Station early last 
night. Thinking that the much- 
‘talked-about tong war had broken 
out, armed officers jumped into two 
police automobiles and a patrol 
wagon and were hurriedly driven to 
the celestial quarter. Accompanying 
them were a number of motorcycle 
men and armed detectives. 

With the automobile bells clang- 
ing, and the cut-outs on the motor- 
cycles barking, the force dashed into 
Chinatown to the astonishment of 
the slant-eyed population, which 
wondered what it was all about. 
With hundreds of Chinese lining the 
sidewalks the policemen made a 
thorough search of the quarter. 

They looked for the man who had 
sent in the hurry-up call and who 
had asserted over the telephone that 
he had heard a shot and that the 
tong war was on. They couldn't find 
him. They did, however, discover 
Joe Wright of No. 156 East Fifth 
street, and as he was somewhat in- 
toxicated they loaded him into one 
of the automobiles and took him to 
Central Station, so their journey was 
not absolutely fruitless. Wright, in 
stumbling through Chinatown, fell 
and struck his head on the pave- 
ment. One officer said perhaps it 
was the noise of the concussion that 
sounded like a shot to the mysteri- 
ous man who sent in the telephone 
call.

Judge Shortall of San Francisco, 
sitting in the local courts for Judge 
Wilbur, had an opportunity to make 
new law at the close of the suit of 
the California National Supply Com- 
pany against the stockholders of the 
Panama Oil Company, in the hands 
of a receiver, to recover a claim of 
$30,000 for material furnished the 
corporation. But in giving judgment 
in favor of the supply company he 
held that, inasmuch as the State 
Supreme Court had not passed on 
the question, it was not his duty 
to do so, and it is expected an ap- 
peal will be taken from the judg- 
ment. 
While there were many impor- 
tant issues raised, the most impor- 
tant was whether or not a creditor 
who has a constructive knowledge 
of the affairs and condition of a 
corporation, can fasten upon the 
stockholders the liability for the 
corporation's indebtedness to him. 
The suit on trial, it was contended, 
was on all fours with the famous 
Lookout Mining case, in which a 
creditor brought suit to compel the 


subscriptions to the par value, out 
of which he sought to have his 
claim paid. But in those days wild- 
catting was at its apex and every- 
one, more or less, took a flier in 
mining stock, and because of that 
the creditor knew how unstable 
stocks were and what chances stock- 
holders took. The Supreme Court 
refused to hold the _ stockholders 
liable. An appeal was taken to the 
United States Supreme Court, which 
upheld the decision of the State 
Court. 

The defense in the case before 
Judge Shortall tried to have him 
hold that the same proposition was 
involved as in the Lookout mining 
case, except that it was oil and oil 
catting instead of gold. The court 
did hold the same reasons would ap- 
ply, but preferred to have the Su- 
preme Court rule on the mooted 
point.

But if we compare our own tribu 
territory with that which supports the great- 
est of New England ports, and look ahead 
for thirty years, we will find an amount of 
business that will equal that now done by 
Boston, the chief harbor and distributing 
point of the northeast coast of the United 
States. The combined area of the New 
England States, 62,000 square miles, is less 
than one-half the size of our own State, 
while Massachusetts, Connecticut and Rhode 
Island together are equivalent in area to 
our coastal plain from San Luis Obispo to 
the Mexican line. These three States con- 
tain four-fifths of the population of the en- 
tire New England States, although compris- 
ing less than one-fourth of their area. The 
climate and soil of this section are not high- 
ly favorable to crop production and it is 
deficient in the important minerals for in- 
dustrial use. 

Thus it will be seen that the natural con- 
ditions of this district have been unfavor- 
able; yet it has become a great manufac- 
turing and commercial center. Raw mate- 
rials are brought from long distances and 
the trade of Boston Harbor is largely in 
collecting the materials for manufacturing 
and in distributing the manufactured prod- 
ucts. Although flour milling, meat packing 
and the steel industry have now passed 
largely to the more Western States, the 
presence of a large number of trained 
hands, of extensive plants and the sheer 
pluck of the people have kept this region 
in the ranks of the great industrial and 
commercial communities of the country. 

As to our own port, the agricultural re- 
sources of the southern half of this State 
are at least equal to those of New England. 
while its mineral resources are much great- 
er. In addition, the agricultural and min- 
eral resources of all of Arizona and parts 
of Nevada, Utah and Colorado will natural- 
ly flow toward our harbor. The centers of 
production for copper, wool, hides, etc., are 
now closer to us than to the New England 
mills and manufactories. The cotton which 
the Northeastern States must import we 
raise within our own borders. One-third 
of the imports of the United States is com- 
posed of rubber and other tropical prod- 
ucts, produced by the countries facing the 
Pacific. The Panama Canal will greatly 
increase intercoastal trade, as soon as war 
ceases. 

Already Seattle and San Francisco are 
overtaking Boston in trade. In a region 
where “Nature Helps Industry Most” is our 
own port of Los Angeles more than thirty 
years behind the port of Boston, where 
nature hinders rather than helps. | 


PATRIOTIO SUGGESTION. 

In this “government of the people, by 
the people, for the people,” it is the duty 
of the humblest citizen equally with that 
of the highest official to promptly and pub- 
licly and fearlessly express his opinions as 
to the action of President Wilson in sus- 
pending diplomatic relations with Germany 
and in proposing to arm our merchant ships 
to resist the attacks which Germany, in its 
declaration of January 31, 1917, threatens 
to make upon this country. 

The civic, religious, commercial and other 
organizations of the country should be the 
mouthpieces of the American people for 
this purpose. One cannot converse with 
men and women of all classes and descrip- 
tions in their homes, their places of busi- 
ness and their social gatherings without 
coming to the conclusion that the sentt- 
ment of the American people is sound and 
patriotic, and merely waits a proper time 
and a proper method to express its approval 
of the action taken by President Wilson on 
the present issue before the country. It 
may not be controverted that he has ex- 
hausted the resources of diplomacy in an 
effort to avert the war which Germany, in 
her desperation, seems determined to force 
upon us, and that to submit to her aggres- 
sions and consent to having our commerce 
driven from the ocean by her submarines 
would be to forfeit our national self-respect. 

Ex-Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson 
suggests the adoption by chambers of com- 
merece and other organizations of resolu- 
tions to the effect that war with Germany 
will not ensue: unless the imperial German 
government knowingly violates well-settled 
principles of international law, and violates 
them with intent definitely hostile to the 
United States. In that event war will in- 
evitably follow, not by our own act, but 
through the deliberate aggression of an- 
other nation. If any honest doubt exists 
respecting the cause of war in Europe, the 
awful responsibility for extending it to this 
hemisphere will rest upon Germany and 
upon Germany alone. 7 

It is not impossible that the disgraceful 
filibustering in the Senate by La Follette 
and his coadjutors, coupled with editorial 
expressions from a few German-American 
journals, and many hyphenated recreants 
to their oaths of naturalization, may have 
misinformed the German government re 
specting the temper of the people of the 
United States. If so, and before fatal ac 
tion based upon 80 grave a mistake is 
taken, Germany should be made aware of 
the essential unity of our people and of 
| their loyal determination to make all sacri- 
fices necessary to maintain our honor and 
protect the freedom of the seas which we 
have enjoyed without dispute for a hundred 
years. 

To this end Mr. Stimson urges that all 
groups of citizens, secular and religious, 
large and small—societies, clubs and inst! 
tutions of every sort—unite in giving imme 
diate public expression to the following con- 
victions: 

First—That the act of the Executive 

in severing diplomatic relations with 

is one to be approved and 
commended by all who have the best 
interests of the United States at heart. 

Second—That the German declara- 

tion of January 31, 1917, represents an 
unjustified and unjustifiable attempt to 
destroy the freedom of the sea and to 
abridge the commercial liberty guaran- 
teed to us by established law and cus- 
tom; and that if the government of the 
United States were to acquiesce there- 
in such would be resented by all 
good citizens as in the highest degree 
pusilianimous and as altogether incon- 
sistent with the spirit and traditions 
of a free

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justified in recommending to Congress 
the most extreme measures that may 
be deemed necessary to protect life, 
liberty and property; and that it is our 
duty and that of all loyal citizens to 
tender immediately to the government 
all the service of which we severally 
and collectively are capable. 
Fourth—That while all should stand 
ready to volunteer if voluntary service 
is called for; yet Congress, in providing 
for our common safety, should not 
adopt emergency measures merely, but 
should definitely recognize the princi- 
ple that the duty of defending the na- 
tion rests Wqually upon all citizens 
capable of service. To the end, there- 
fore, that the burden of safeguarding 
the country should no longer be cast ex- 
clusively upon the loyal National Guard 
and upon other patriotic military and 
naval volunteers, Congress should be 
urged to exercise its constitutional pow- 
er “to raise and support armies” by 
establishing immediately a permanent 
and democratic system of defense, 
based upon universal service and train- 
ing, under direct and exclusive Federal 


boards of supervisors of our southern coun- 
ties to act upon them.

The arrest of Capt. Alfred Fritzen in 
Los Angeles as a spy suspect is significant.

If he is 
innocent, as he claims, it is unfortunate 
that he cannot plausibly explain his mys 
terious journeys around the country or why 
an inoffensive man would need two or three 
aliases.

MAN SOLDIERS. 

A London dispatch to The Times an- 
nounces that England has taken a step in 
an Amazonian direction by organizing a 
Women’s Auxiliary Corps, not at present 
to engage in actual fighting, but to do the 
hard and dirty work of the camps, so as 
to release the lords of creation to perform 
the nobler duty of shooting and being shot 
at. The men soldiers call these new re 
cruits Amazons. 

The Amazons are represented in Greek 
legends as a race of women who lived in 
the northeast of Asia Minor, near the shore 
of the Black Sea, and. as there having 
formed an independent state with a queen 
at its head. Their occupation was hunting 
and war. Their arms were the bow, spear 
and ax. They wore their dresses girt high 
for speed, close fitting trousers and a high 
cap. They fought partly on foot, partly on 
horseback, and always without quarter. To 
maintain their stock, annual visits were 
paid to the neighboring peoples; and when, 
in consequence of this, children were born, 
the males were either sent over the bor- 
ders or retained and brought up crippled, 
and in the condition of slaves, while the 
female children were assiduously trained to 
hunting and war. 

In order to have freedom in the use of 
the bow, the right breast of an Amazon 
was removed by burning and other proc 
esses or was checked in its growth; hence 
the ancient derivation of the name Amazon 
from a-mazos, “breastless.” 

They were good fighters, were these la- 
dies. It took a Bellerophon (Belly rufflan?) 
to whip them, and the Amazonian state did 
not collapse until Achilles himself under- 
took the job, killed the queen, and cried 
over her remains. With her death and the 
end of the Amazonian state women ceased 
to be soldiers and, although the use of a 
composition of nitre and charcoal was used 
in China when Christ was born, gunpowder 
did not come into use in England until the 
reign of Elizabeth. Since then soldiers 
have discontinued the use of spears and 
bows and laid off their fron armor and have 
fought with guns. 

There appears to be no good reason why, 
for the last 200 years, unmarried women 
might not have participated more or less 
actively in the great wars of the world. A 
woman can ride a horse or point and dis- 
charge a gun as well as a man, and endure 
the fatigue of marching and the discomfort 
of sleeping in trenches almost as well.. 

The women of England of today claim 
not merely the right of suffrage, but the 
right to suffer, for 30,000 British maidens 
have volunteered for service in the feld. 
And, as Rudyard Kipling might say if The 
Times poet had not said it first:— 

“Oh, woman in our hours of ease, 
Uncertain, coy and hard to please, 
When sounds the high Dutch trumpet tone

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DINING ON BATTLEFIELD.

We left Chalons in a fast military 
motor car, and passed through Cler 
mont soon afterward, stopping for 
a few minutes to see the destruc- 
tion that the Germans perpetrated 
there in the early days of the war, 
burning the houses of the inhabi- 
tants. Unlike towns destroyed by 
shell fire, where nothing but masses 
of bricks and mortar lay in confused 


heaps, here the burned walls stood 
as mute monuments to the fright- 
fulness of the enemy. | 

We arrived at the headquarters 
of a general commanding a division 
and after paying a call were about 
to leave when the enemy began 
bombarding. The general suggested 
that we had better stay to lunch, 
but thanking him, we remarked that 
we had taken the precaution to 
bring some lunch with us. However, 
he exercised his authority and we 
accepted his invitation, with a feeb 
ing that he was solicitous for our 
safety. 

We certainly were safer inside 
the dug-out. The room itself was 
made up of sections of iron or steel, 
made in the U. S. A., corrugated to 
give strength to it. It comes in 
shape of an arc of.a circle and can 
be bolted together on the plan of 
a sectional bookcase. These steel 
huts can be placed in the open and 
filled in on the outside with earth, 
making them practically bombproof 
and warm. Water cannot seep 
through, and, as they can be painted 
inside they are made very comfort- 
able and sightly. 

There were communicating rooms 
for the members of the general's 
staff, for the official work, private 
apartments for the general, and a 
dining-room with table accommoda- 
tion for a dozen people or more. 


| The dining-room measured three 


yards across; the walls were paint- 
ed white, a good-sized clock and a 
mirror were among the decorations. 
Electric lights were suspended from 
the ceiling, and flowers from Nice 
were in a vase on the table. A din- 
ner of several courses was served. 

I wondered as I partook of the 


sumptuous repast, whether it was 


the general's regular mess, or 
whether he had not “spread” him- 
self on our account. But it would 
be bad taste to ask your friend at 
home when he is entertaining you 
whether that were his usual mode 
of living, and I could not see that 
I would be justified in doing so on 
this occasion. 

But never for a moment was the 
business of fighting allowed to be 
interrupted, and reports were con- 
stantly brought to the Chief of Staff, 
who had to hurry to the telephone, 
usuglly advising the general of the 
result of his orders on returning to 
the table. 

“It looks as though they were go- 
ing to attack again,” he remarked, 


rather to my amusement, as I had 


not noticed that they had ceased at 
all. Once a captain suggested that 
he thought he would order less fir- 
ing for a time. and so conserve their 
shells, but this did not meet with 
the approval of the general, who 
remarked, “Oh, no, keep on at the 
same rate,” which showed me very 
plainly that he was keeping in close 
touch with all the movements. 

After paying our adieux to our 
host, we soon found ourselves on a 
splendid road, thirty feet wide, 
which has been built right through 
the forest of Argonne. This, in 
peace times, would have been quite 
a formidable undertaking, but being 
constructed during the war it is 
little short of marvelous.

Throughout his tenure of the 
Presidency Jefferson laid particular 
stress upon the organization of a 
citizen soldiery, which he suggested 
should be raised to 300,000 and clas- 
sified. 

In his letter of June 19, 1813, to 
James Monroe, he declared that the 
existing state of affairs

. We can never be safe till this 
is done.“ (4) Beginning with 1962 
the Confederacy instituted a system 
of compulsory military service em- 
bracing all able-bodied white males 
between the ages of 18 and 35; and 
(5) on March 3, 1863, President Lin- 
coln approved the Enrollment Act, 
better known as “the draft law,” 
which was subsequently amended 
by the laws of February 24, 1864, 
and March 3, 1865, whereby the 
Union resorted to obligatory mit 
tary service after complete failure 
to secure the necessary troops by 
voluntary enlistment. 

Giuseppe Mazzini, one of the lb- 
erators of modern Italy, very aptly 
declared that “the origin of every 
right is in a duty fulfilled.” 

If, therefore, we are to be entitled 
to the right to demand that our gov- 
ernment protect our lives, liberties 
and property, we must fulfill our 
duty toward that government, and 
no principle is more in keeping with 
a republican form of government, no 
doctrine is more truly democratic, 
than that which asserts that every 
able-bodied male citizen owes mili- 
tary service to his country. Indeed, 
the principle of compulsory military 
service is no more a violation of 
the policy and traditions of the 
American people than is the pay- 
ment of taxes under compulsion or 
compulsory education. Moreover, 
such a system is the sole method 
by which a nation can put forth its 
full strength in time of war. Most 
Americans do not apparently real- 
ize that the voluntary system is 
more unfair and uncertain in its re-

representing over 50,000,000 tons 
net register and the value of the 
freight is far in excess of $1,000,- 
000,000, while over 70,000 passen- 
gers yearly pass through. While no 
recent figures are available, as high 
as 100,000,000 bushels of wheat have 
passed through the canal in a single 
year en route to seaboard for export 
abroad. | 

Practically all of the American 
wheat that is shipped for export 
through the great Canadian ports 
of Montreal and Quebec passes 
through the Welland Canal, coming 
from Duluth or Chicago by way of 
the lakes. This being true, its im- 
mense strategic importance to Great 
Britain and her allies is evident. In 
adition to wheat, corn and other 
raw materials, the saving of freight 
charges has been the cause of much 
of the manufactured products that 
originate at Chicago for European 
shipment being sent over this 
route while the lakes are open to 
navigation. 


completed in 1833 and is now being 
enlarged the second time. It is one 
of the most important traffic arteries 
in the Canadian Dominions and the 
government has spent upward to 
$100,000,000 on its original con- 
struction and subsequent enlarge- 
ment. 

It has been one of the most im- 
portant factors in the commerce 


between the United States, Canada 


and Europe. By reason of the all 
water route by which grain from 
Duluth and Chicago can be shipped 
to Europe it has been a decided fac- 
tor in the rate-making calculations 
of both American and Canadian 
railways. A cargo of grain can be 
loaded at Duluth, carried up Lake 
Superior to the Soo Canal, down 
the river to Lake Huron, then to 
Lake Erie, up Lake Erie to the Wel- 
land Canal to Lake Ontario, and di- 
rect from Montreal or Quebec to the 
European ports, for considerably less 
than the same wheat could de 
shipped direct to New York by rail 
and there loaded for Europe. 

This route with its cheap freight 
rate has greatly affected New York, 
which was at one time the great 
grain shipping center. When the en- 
largement now in the course of con- 
struction is completed it is estimat 
that the volume of traffic will 
trebled. With this end in view great 
grain elevators, rivaling in equip- 
ment and capacity those of Chicago 
and Duluth are being constructed, 
it being the Canadian government's 
idea to practically monopolize the 
handling of American grain for ex- 
port. .

WO PAY DAYS WILL 
BE EXPENSIVE. 


EFFICIENCY MAN FIGURES THE 
ADDITIONAL COST, 


Would Burden Taxpayers with 
More than Twelve Thousand Dol- 
lars and Cause no End of Work. 
Poltce and Fire Departments 
Only Ones to Insist on Pian,

Efficiency Director Burks yester- 
day reported to the Mayor that if 
the ordinance passed Wednesday by 
the Council reqtiring two pay days 
each month for all city employees 
is enforced the cost will be approx- 
imately $12,000. 

“There is practically no clamor 
for the doubling of pay days except 
from the fire and police depart- 
ments, said Mr. Burks. “The ordi- 
nance fixes the Ist and 16th of each 
month as the pay days. These dates 
must be changed if it is expected 
to carry out the plan. It will be 
impossible to pay the employees up 
to the 15th, but they could be paid 
to the 10th of each month. The | 
pay days should be at least five days 


after given dates to be included in 


the stipend.” 

Mr. Burks said it takes two days 
for Auditor Anderson of the water- 
works to sign the pay checks for 
that department, and if the new or- 
dinance is enforced it will take four 
days each month for him, to attach 
his signature to the warrants. 

Mayor Woodman took the report 
of Mr. Burks under advisement, and 
the matter may again be considered 
by the Council.
